And theſc,when they hane got- 
tein ſome few Scrapings of the Law, they doe ſow the 
ſeeds of ſuits:they doe ſer men at variance,and doe 
ſeeke for nothing more than to checke rhe conrſe of 
Iufliceby their delatory Plcas. For the better ſort of 
the learned Lawyers, 1 doe honour them. | 
They ſay, It is an argument of a licentious com- 
mon-wealth, where Phyfrtians and Lawyers haue to@ 
great Comminges<1n ; but it is the ſurteits of Peace 
that bringeth in the Phyſirrans gaine? yet in him 
there is ſome diſpatch of buſineſfle: for if he cannor 
ſpeedily cure you, bee will yet quickly kill you. Bur

kard from the Stockes,an Aaulterer from the {art,and 
ſometimes a Fkzefe from the Gallowes:when known 
Strumpers could yaunt themſclues ro bee ſupported 
and vpholden by great Pcrſors: and to receiue ſuch 
countenance from them, that it was holden for a 
eMaximeamongita great numberof young Wax- 
tons, Thar to {uUrrender themfclues to the luſt of ſuch 
men as vverc in great place and authorite, vvas the 
next waye to gette preferment, and to winne them 
manie friendes.

ballc in wordes, yet vnder the ſhewes of their gaudy 
and gandiſh attires. | |

of their bodies are both good and honeſt:and yer if 
wee ſhoulde judge of them but according to their 
outward ſhewes,they doe {ceme more Curtizanlike, 
thamcuer was Lais of Corixth, or FLoR a of Rome.

Marrie the beſt ſporte in this ſinne of Pride is 
this::Wee ſhall neuer ſee two proude perſons, but 
the-one will enuie and deſpiſe the other ; for Pride 
doeth malice Pride:and it will mocke and ſcorneat 
thatipride in another, that 1t will neuer marke nor
